Garrison Prosecutes i i .maelf 

One week before the eigM’h anniversary of President Kennedy 0 s asossaismtion 
by the CIA, District, ittomsy Jim Garrison of i lew Orleans, the one and only high-ranking 
official in the United Staten honest and courageous enough to call a spade a epade in 
the matter 9 took the initiative to clear his name of tfas spurious charges levelled against 
him by the Federal Hisgovernraent. He did so by re Questing his own indictment by a a Spe- 
cial Orleans Parish Grand Jury on charges of public bribery and gambling -.the same char- 
ges on wnich he and 10 other persons in .New Orleans had been arrested on Juris .TO by the 
FBIo Moments after he had issued a press release stating that he had requested the in- 
dictments, Garrison and the nine others (two policemen and seven persons reportedly con- 
nected with pinball machine operations} were indicted by the Orleans Parish Grand Jury 
on Kov. 15, 1971 at 1:':') P»M<, 



By means of this curious and significant gambit, Gairiaon has achieved an 
important purpose; to take the case out of the hands of federal officials and judges who 
are liable to be influenced one way or the other by the tremendous pressure Washington 
has brougnt to bear on Garrison ever since he spoke out frankly about the CIA murder of 
President Kennedy, 



Garrison, it should be pointed out, did not steal the show on his own initia- 
tive. Be had been waiting patiently for the federal grand jury to return an indictment 
based on t.ac charges which tie Department of Injustice had filed against him on Juno 
eo me could have his day in federal court, However, the Department apparently lost heart, 
for the federal grand jury probing the case never returned an indicia: ; ut which if. nuceosa— 
ry if the ten accused are to be tried in federal court. 

In a statement to the Orleans Pariah Grand Jury, Garrison declared that in 
his opinion the charges sworn to by federal agents amount to a prims facia cans of viola- 
tion of state lav. In iris press release, the Da charged tot the case had toccme a key 
in the Louisiana attorney general's race with " well-intentioned ** candidates, saying that 
hs should be charged a“ the state Isvsl.

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made by then;," The Grand Jury promptly obliged by returning the desired indictments,. 

Judge Bernard Jo Bagert, in whose court the indictments were returned;, set a 
bond of $ 5 5 GOG for each of the defendants and then released tuem all in their own re- 
cognizance,. This is the same jurist, it will be remembered, who during the preliminary 
hearings in the Clay Shaw case, in March 1967, had scorned the warren Heport as being 
fraught with hearsay and contradictions and had ruled it to be inadmissible as evidence 
in judicial proceedings, 

While the charges and the "evidence" are basically the same in the forthcoming 
trial of Jim Garrison in the Louisiana state court as they would nave been in tile federal 
action which the US Government quietly dropped, there has been no mention of the count 
of "Obstruction of law enforcement" which also figures in the pressrelease of tne Depart- 
ment of Justice, issued on ..rune 30, 1971, a matter of fact, the Department, at tne 
feme, used the term in such an ambiguous manner that many people felt it must be a refe- 
rence to Garrison's handling of the Clay Shaw case, whereas in fact the charge related 
to alleged obstruction of tas enforcement of tna gambling laws, 

heedless to say, Garrison stands a better chance of acquittal in the tf,o, state 
court than he would have had in federal jurisdiction where th* Mitchell Department, of 
Injustice holds the .•/hiphanc.-. it is to be hoped that the shameless Tranouo of which the 
hixon Maladministration is guilty in tne case will be fully exposed in this trial. In 
any event, the story of that frstteup, one of the rawest aver concocted by lawless officials., 
will be detailed in TliU'fi: li'ITTlR, in a. series scheduled to begin in the next issue.

In testimony before the Grand Jury (Transcript, pp„ 251-253), the ballistics ex- 
pert of the huFD, CeWayne vvolfer, described the identification procedure in some detail,. 
In answer to tho question, "Is it possible to read markings on a bullet that is fired 
from a gun and determine what gun that bullet was fired from?” .Volf ex- replied, "Tea, it 
is" and then went on to explain how it is done. 



"Basically, it would be such that in the barrels or the rifling of tne weapon 
there is what we call imperfections which scratch the bullet as they cross these imper- 
fections (sic). These imperfections produce in the bullet a series of valleys and ridges 
which we call striation marks in this particular field, 

"We would take and fire the gun into a water recovery tank so that tne bullet 
entered the water and was stepped with little cr no damage, Ve would then recover that 
bullet and place it under what v/e call a comparison microscope, wnicn is simply two micro- 
scopes with one eye piece, «e place the bullet tint we test fix's tnrougn the suspected 
weapon on one stage of the microscope and thj uvllet, such as the - (note the mciaensary 
hesitation, apparent from the Transcript, - J.J.) such as a Coroner’s bullet ox - tne 
evidence bullet on the other stage of the microscope.

It stands to reason that rxen a ballistics test cannot possibly produce any 
results where only a small i ra^ic . i of the evidence bullet is available for compuzuscn. 

As wa have seen, the largoct metallic fragment removed from Kennedy's? head measured 
12 mm in transverse dimension, 7 mm in vertical dimension axsd approximately 12 mm in 
axitero— posterior dimension. in other words, it was a piece a tout ,-,47 inch long, which 
could not be "lined up" like two fingers with a test bullet, J ox 1 cornea croon of stria— 
tion marks \if any were discernible on a frttjpssent so mutilated) , in else way described 
by wolfer bo fore the urand Jury, 

nor did .iolinr make my attempt to ao identify tho fragment in question, instead, 
he identified the son— fatal bullet (Gunshot wound Kc. 3) whion Dr. noguchi. had extracted 
from the oaracervicai region of Kennedy's body, fn order to iully appreciate this neat 
trick of prestidigitation, we now rust turn to the text of th® ua.’.liatj.cs Test- hsporw
